Wo as- 
sure the gentlemen who have deter- 
mined that the world owes them a 
living without any honest effort on 
their part, that there might come 
about a state of affairs which to 
change they would be willing to give 
all their earthly possessions for per- 
rmission to walk to Reno. Should 
that time ever come, permission 
might then be denied; so, we recom- 
mend these gentlemen to not delay 
the journey 
until the roads—for 


them, at least—close up. 
We re- 


mind them how kind California -was 
to them in former visits. Many will 
remember that so much was Califor- 
nia interested in them that they 
were made the guests of the State for 
a term of years. If they return there 
now, with the knowledge of the dis- 
aster which has fallen upon Virginia, 
they will be renewed objects of atten- 
tion. But they are not all Calif or- 
nians. Many are graduates of well 
patronized institutions in the older 
States, and are so warmly remem 
bered that their pictures are careful- 
ly preserved at the various county 
seats.

minority in this community.

they believe themselves to be. Peo- 
ple are not in good humors nowa- 
days. 
A thousand men could be 


called together in three minutes, on 
'C street, any hour of the day, who 
would rather enjoy the hanging of a 
thief or two. There is also an organ- 
ization here whose members are 
perpetual sentinels, and when they 
once start on a mission of mercy to 
the public at large, Virginia City is 
liable to be filled with an epidemic 
fatal to those who live directly upon 
the earnings of other men. Wo as- 
sure the gentlemen who have deter- 
mined that the world owes them a 
living without any honest effort on 
their part, that there might come 
about a state of affairs which to 
change they would be willing to give 
all their earthly possessions for per- 
rmission to walk to Reno. Should 
that time ever come, permission 
might then be denied; so, we recom- 
mend these gentlemen to not delay 
the journey 
until the roads—for 


them, at least—close up. 
We re- 


mind them how kind California -was 
to them in former visits. Many will 
remember that so much was Califor- 
nia interested in them that they 
were made the guests of the State for 
a term of years. If they return there 
now, with the knowledge of the dis- 
aster which has fallen upon Virginia, 
they will be renewed objects of atten- 
tion. But they are not all Calif or- 
nians. Many are graduates of well 
patronized institutions in the older 
States, and are so warmly remem 
bered that their pictures are careful- 
ly preserved at the various county 
seats. To all such we will say that, 
when Virginia City arouses itself to 
pay such visitors proper attention, a 
very lively scene ensues.
